THE HAGUE, Nov. 20.—Last 
week’s developments in the political 
situation in this part of Europe has 
been followed this week-end by a: 
favorable change on the military 


side. Reports here are that on Sat- 
urday the Germans started to with- 
draw their cavalry from the Cleve 
Corner and moved army engineers, 
together with pontoon material, 
from the Rhine. This certainly 
eases tension, although German mo- 
torized units remain at the Dutch 
and Belgian frontiers. 

Many well-informed persons be- 
lieve that last week Belgium gave a 
warning to Germany and that this 
caused a change in German plans. 
But absolutely competent quarters 
here emphasize that this is not the 
case and that Belgium could. not 
and would not take such a step. 

The Germans, however, have no- 
ticed lately with some alarm the 
ever-growing, co-operation between 
Belgium and Holland, which has 
been manifested not only by King 
Leopold’s visit to The Hague, but 
also by the recent two meetings 
of Belgian Foreign Minister, Paul 
Henri Spaak, with his Dutch col- 
league, Eelco N. Van Kleffens. 

Italian-Spanish Move. 

While “Belgium can make no 
pledges to Holland, Germany real- 
izes that she might have to face two 
armies if she attacked one or the 
other and that this would be adding 
1,200,000 men to the list of Ger- 
many’s armed enemies. 

It seems, however, that the fac- 
tors which changed Germany’s 
mind, during the critical week end 
of Nov, 11-12, was the joint Italian- 
Spanish “friendly” demarche to 
Berlin in which it was emphasized 
that Italy and Spain considered it 
vital that Belgian and Dutch neu- 
trality should be respected.

Returns to Normal Course. 

Owing to this eased political sit- 
vation, the military situation here 

has also become less tense and 
when yesterday I motored through 
Holland for 250 miles, I noticed 
that -things had returned to their 
normal course. While the artificial 
flooding for defense purposes last 
week still covers a very wide area, 
the excitement in the country has 
died down. Compared with water 
preparations which I described 17 
days ago the flooded area is much 
wider and the water reaches the 
ground floors of houses in many 
places. 

An 80-mile-an-hour storm yester- 
day uprooted giant beech trees on 
the roadside. Incessant rain 
swelled the rivers while the canals 
were filled almost to overflowing. 
All this indicated that the Germans 
at this time of year would have 
run into a catastrophe should they 
have carried out their plans of a 
week ago.

UNRESTRICTED MINE WARFARE 
CHARGED TO NAZIS BY BRITISH

In regard to the sinking of the 
Simon Bolivar, the Admiralty has 
charged that the “mines were laid, 
without any notification, in the 
channel followed by merchant 
ships, both British .and neutral, 
and there is no doubt that \they 
were laid for the specific purpose 
of destroying such ships.” 

It is stated here that the laying 
of mines in traffic channels with- 
out notification constitutes a fla- 
grant violation of international 
law. It also appears that the 
U-boats, having been seriously 
checkmated to date by the Brit- 
ish Navy’s remarkably effective 
anti-submarine activities, may now 
a turned to extensive mine-lay- 
ng. 

Although some survivors of the 
Simon Bolivar expressed the belief 
that it was torpedoed, most testi- 
mony indicates that the ship struck 
a mine, and the British insist that 
none of their mines is located in 
the vicinity of the disaster. They 
point out that the British Admiralty 
is hardly likely to plant mines in 
channels used extensively by Brit- 
ain’s own shipping. It is certain 
that the destruction of approxi-i 
mately 27,000 tons of shipping over 
the week end, combined with heavy 
loss of lives, will precipitate ex- 
treme protective measures by the 
British naval forces. 


London Press Reaction. 

The London Press betrays con- 
fusion regarding one aspect of mine 
warfare. When mines are laid they 
are equipped with a device which 
keeps them active so long as they 
are moored in the depths, but ren- 
ders them non-explosive when they 
break loose and mount to the sea’s 
surface. The use of this device to 
make errant mines harmless is pre- 
scribed by international law. 

Several newspapers today charge 


neutralizin:: their unmoored mines. 
Even the London Times says that 
all British mines are so handled 
“but this is not true with all Ger- 
man mines.” It is possible that 
the Nazis have commenced to use 
mines illegaily, no longer using the 
automatic’ surface safety device. A 
high British naval authority at a 
mine torpedo school informed this 
correspondent last week, however, 
that until that time the Germans 
had kept their mine warfare with- 
in legal limits. “We do not know 
how long they will continue to do 
so,”. he said. Whether the Nazis 
have now turned to the unlimited 
use of mines without regard for 
international code cannot yet be 
clearly ascertained, though their in- 
vasion of normally respected traf- 
fic lanes seems substantiated by 
what information is available here. 

If U-boats are now laying mines, 
as the British believe, intensifica- 
tion of the Nazis’ war against the 
blockade must be expected. It is 
known that the Germans had two 
1100-ton U-boats especially equipped 
for mine-laying, under construction 
when the war began. They could 
not yet be in service, but smaller 
U-boats of the 500 to 700-ton class 
could easily be adjusted for mine- 
laying work, it is said. 

Magnetic Mine Rumored. 

Reports that the Germans are 
using a new type of magnetic mine 
have not yet been confirmed by the 
British. 

It was authoritatively stated at 
noon today that eight British ships, 
totaling 15,228 tong, were sunk last 
week, plus three neutral vessels to- 
taling 25,698 tons. 

Only seven out of 3070 ships un- 
der convoy since the war began had 
been destroyed by U-boats—and 
these seven were not in convoy with 
escorts when attacked. It was also 
stated that the British have always 
notified neutral governments of the 
positions of mine fields which they 
have laid.

Mr. Roosevelt* recalled how he 
had played as a lad in the very 
field where the Dutch Colonial li- 
brary was rising—climbing trees, 
eating strawberries from the plants, 
sailing toy boats in water from 
melted snow, and helping his dogs 
dig into woodchuck holes. 

Looking up from his manuscript, 
he remarked smilingly, “Some of 
you are standing right on top of 
those holes at this minute.” 

The descendants of the same 
woodchucks inhabit the field, he 
said, and “I hope they will con- 
tinue to do so for all time.” 

Text of Roosevelt Address. 

The text of President Roosevelt's 
address follows: 

“Half a century ago a small boy 
took especial delight in climbing 
an old tree, now ‘unhappily gone, to 
pick and eat ripe sickle pears. That 
was 100 feet to the west of where 
we stand. Just to the north, he 
used to lie flat between the straw- 
berry rows and eat sun-warmed 
strawberries. In the spring of the 
year, in hip. rubber boots, he sailed 
his first toy boats in the surface 
water formed. by the melting snows. 
‘In the summer with his dogs he 
dug into the woodchuck holes of 
this same field. The descendants of 
those same woodchucks still inhabit 
the field and I hope they will con- 
tinue. to do so for all time. 

\ “It has, therefore, been my per- 
sonal hope that this Hbrary, and 
the use of it by scholars and. visi- 
tors, will come to be an integral 
part of a country scene which the 
ihand of man has not greatly 
changed since the days of ‘the In- 
dians who dwelt here 300 years ago.

“To you who have come here 
today to take part in the laying 
of the cornerstone, you who have 
contributed so greatly to the build- 
ing of this library, and to you who 
have also helped who could not be 
present, I gave my appreciation 
and thanks.

HAVANA, Cuba, Nov. 20 (AP).— 
Parties opposed to the present rule 
headed by Cuba’s strong man, Col. 
Fulgencio Batista, apparently won 
a majority in the constituent as- 
sembly, incomplete returns indicat- 


With 300 precincts uncounted, re- 
sults of last Wednesday’s election 
showed opposition parties had 
elected 40 assembly delegates and 
the Government parties, 35. One 
seat remained in doubt and officials 
said there was a possibility of minor 
changes in the final linéup. 

The new assembly will be asked 
to draft a new constitution to re- 
place one composed under former 
President Gerardo Machado in 1928. 

How the results of the election 
might affect the status of the pres- 
ent Government of President Fede- 
rico Laredo Bru or of Batista, chief 
of the army, remained in doubt. 

Batista has stated. he would sup- 
port any Government plan to solve 
the political problems of the repub- 
lic. Some political circles consi, | 
ered it likely the armed forces 
would have less influence on civilian 
and political life.

We went down by lifts into rooms]

We stood be- 
hind guns of all calibers, and a 
French artillery officer showed uz 
how they were sighted and fired, 
turning by a touch of a wheel or 
electrified power. Here were gun 
turrets exactly like those in a bat- 
tleship. Here was a hospital with 
an operating table below a lamp 
that cast no shadows—grim re- 
minder of the meaning of all this 
machinery and that menace be- 
yond no-man’s land, 


It took 10. years to make this line 
impregnable if swept by fire in an 
attack, should that ever come, I 
do not thing it will ever come. It 
is possible that Gen. Maginot found 
a way out only to halt this war, 
but all war, for, against this, great 
armies would go down in blood and 
no nation would risk that certain 
massacre. That is a picture of 
modern defense going beyond the 
nightmares of Jules Verne and H. 
G. Wells. 

But, in the villages behind the 
line, one sees little pictures that 
have not changed since the last 
war, or even that of 1870. As we 
drove back in the darkness, we 
heard the old jingle of harness and 
the cracking of whips, The sol- 
diers lounging in the doorways and 
their billets or sitting in the old 
inns, drinking the red wine of Al- 
sace, have not been mechanized 
out of their old character and type. 
Their keen young officers have the 
blood of those who fought under 
the Valois in the novels of Dumas. 


France does not change, in spite 
of the Maginot Line. But one thing 
must be said. There is no war yet 
on the Western Front, as we and 
our comrades of France know war 
at Ypres and Verdun, 20 odd years 
ago. No one wants it to begin. 


Hore-Belisha’s Visit. 

British War Minister Leslie Hore- 
Belisha has been on a visit to 
France, seeing for himself, with 
quick eyes that do not miss much, 
the conditions of work, the organ- 
ization, discipline and spirit of the 
British army in France. 

The officers and men, from the 
Commander - in - Chief downward, 
are, I am sure, glad to have this 
visit from a man, once described 
as a “little chit” of a fellow, who 
not only has the ultimate respon- 
sibility for the efficiency and strik- 
ing power of this expeditionary 
force, but, as they well know, a 
very personal and human interest 
in the welfare and comfort of every 


‘man and group of men along our 


lines. Well, he has seen some of 
the conditions in which they work 
and live. 

In a civilian overcoat and a pair 
of ordinary shoes, he went forth 
from Viscount Gort’s headquarters 
to the slough of despond created 
by nature and her heavy rain in 
this part of France where our men 
are digging trenches, tank traps, 
machine-gun posts and other de- 
fensive works. He had to wade 
through mud that was ankle-deep 
and stood up against wind and rain 
in desolate places. 


He must have been assured and 
he told us he was assured that 
these positions were very strong 
against any possibility of attack. 
Who could attack through this bog 
against flashing fire? And in his 
talks with many of the men and 
our keen young officers, he was 
equally assured that foul weather 
makes no difference to their cheer- 
fulness and fine spirit. He expects 
the British soldier to do his fair 


share of grousing, according to old|— 


tradition and army privilege. But 
he told us that, in his opinion, this 
was a very comfortable kind of 
war, unlike anything of its kind in 
history.

Japan’s Policy Soori 


Powers to Decide Whether to Defend 
‘Their Own Position in Far East. 


May Force Western 


——

APAN is tired of waiting behind 
Jove scenes. She is preparing to 

walk right out on the interna- 
tional stage and take a leading part 
in the:international drama. Even 
if, in so doing, she treads on the 
toes of Uncle Sam. And of John 
Bull. And of anyone else who hap- 
pens to be in her way. 

Those are the conclusions that 
may be legitimately drawn from the 
most recent Japanese activities. If 
firmly met by the Western nations 
most affected by them, these activi- 
ties may turn out to be a mere 
flash in the pan. But, if persisted 
in by Tokyo—and there are signs 
that Tokyo is very much in earnest 
about them—they may soon force 
the United States, Britain and 
France to decide once and for all 
whether to turn over hegemony in 
the Far East to Japan, or defend, 
on the battlefield or over the green 
table, the commanding position in 
Far Eastern affairs they have been 
laboriously building up through 
many years of fighting and treaty- 
making, commercial penetration 
and financial infiltration. . 


Possible Non-Aggression Pact. 


The first consequence of the Jap- 
anese moves, announced by cable 
dispatches during the last few days, 
may be.a non-aggression agreement 
between Japan and Soviet Russia. 
This is being strongly urged, ac- 
cording to reports from Tokyo, by 
powerful elements that advocate 
making such an agreement “with- 
out paying the slightest attention 
to displeasure felt and loudly voiced 
by Britain and the United States. 

Should such an agreement be 
signed, Japan would be free to con- 
tinue her aggressive tactics in 
Shanghai and elsewhere in China, 
already a source of grave embar- 
rassment to American, British and 
other foreign interests in China. 

No longer worried by sporadic 
warfare in the shadowy borderland 
between Japanese-controlled Man- 
choukuo and  Russian-controlled 
Mongolia, the Japanese military 
party might then turn its attention 
to British Hongkong. It might put 
Britain up against the alternative 
of surrendering that highly impor- 
tant strategic stronghold or making 
a real fight for it—diplomatically or 


military. If Japan should screw up 
her courage to the point of forcing 
such a decision, her aggressive -at- 
tiiude would have serious reper- 
cusions on the United States. 
Japan’s New Campaign. 

While rumors of Japanese-Rus- 
sian approachment with all their 
implications of coming trouble for 
Uncle Sam and John Bull, are being 
cabled from Tokyo, the activities 
of ‘the Japanese army in Southern 
China justify the belief that Japan 
has judged the time ripe for aiming 
a blow at Chiang Kai-shek’s China, 
still bravely resisting Japanese ag- 
gression. If that blow lands, it 
may end Chinese resistance and 
confront Britain and France di- 
rectZy, and the United States indi- 
rectty, with a new and serious 
threat. 

I wrote a few days ago of the 
debarking of Japanese troops at 
Pakhoi, on the Southern Chinese 
coast. At that time the meaning of 
this move was not quite clear. Now 
it is assuming definite outline. 

By taking Pakholi, the Japanese 
closed to the Chinese their last 
available seaport. By pushing in- 
land (as they are now reported to 
be doing) the invaders are unmis- 
takably headed for the big overland 
road: route from French Indo-China 
toward Chung King, Chiang Kai- 
shek’s capital, one of the two really 
important. routes remaining ‘to 
China for getting vital supplies 
from abroad. 

If the Japanese forces get astride 
that highway, they will doubtless 
continue their march—unless some- 
thing happens to make them mark 
time—toward .the city of Yunnan 
on the most important route of all 
by which munitions and other war

ITH the powerful All-India 
W Congress already exercising 

“non-co-operation” with the 
British authorities in India, and 
with Mohandas K. Gandhi's follow- 
ers threatening to impose a new 
civil disobedience campaign, a 
meeting which may have momen- 
tous consequenees opened yester- 
day at Allahabad. This is a 
meeting of the Congress Working 
Committee, which has been called 
especially to discuss the Indian Na- 
tionalists’ next move in -their un- 
compromising struggle to force the 
British Government to declare its 
war aims and include among them 
the unequivocal promise -of self- 
government for India. 
In a sense, the Allahabad con- 
ference might be called an assem- 
bly for India’s independence, but 
despite its potential bearing on- 
Great Britain’s conduct of the war 
and the future of the British Em- 


‘ pire, no reports of yesterday’s meet- 


ing are featured in London's press 
this morning. 

Nevertheless, the. deadlock be- 
tween the British Viceroy and the 
Indian Nationalists is likely to be 
deepened aggravatingly by the de- 


cisions finally reached at Allahabad. 
The situation’s gravity is -clear- 
ly indicated by a message sent to 
London on the Working Commit- 
tee’s meeting by Pandit Nehru, 
who is the strongest Congress lead- 


man of its War Emergency Com- 
mittee. Nehru recently declared 
that non-co-operation with British 
policy had only begun and warned 
that “misapprehension in England 
of the real situation can only lead 
to disaster.” 

In his. latest message Nehru says: 
“Owing to the Government’s re- 
fusal to agree, the Congress non- 
co-operates with the British pol- 
icy; the first step is the resigna- 
tion of the ministries, and other 
steps will necessarily follow. We 
desire to give an opportunity to|= 
the Government to retrace its pol- 
icy before we take the final deci- 
sion for civil ,disobedience. .Mean- 
while non-co-operation continues. 
Agreement is unthinkable except 
on the basis of the ‘essential condi- 
tions: a declaration of Britain’s 
war aims, Indian independence and 
a constituent assembly.” 

With eight of British India’s 11 
provincial governments now jfe- 
signed in support of these demands, 
and with the Congress of Nation- 
alists frankly envisaging eventual 
resort to civil disobedience, the Al- 
lahabad meeting promises to ac- 
centuate the crisis unless the Brit- 
ish authorities intervene with new 
suggestions for mediation. It ap- 
pears increasingly difficult, how- 
ever, for the issue of independence 
and self-government in India to be

PARIS, Nov. 20, 
TTO STRASSER, chief of the 
“Black , Front” and formerly 
one of the foremost 
of the Nazi party, said in an in- 
terview published by the newspaper 
Paris Soir today that Germany was 
ripe for an anti-Hitler rtvolution. 

Strasser has just come to Paris 
following his expulsion from Swit- 
erg after the Government of 

country had been asked 
Reich to 7 
ground that he was the instigator 
- the recent Munich bomb explo- 
on. 

Otto Strasser was one of Fuehrer 
Adolf Hitler’s earliest 
and helped him to regain control of 
the Nazi party machinery in North- 
ern Germany 15 years ago after the 
Fuehrer served a term of impris- 
onment. He split with Hitler, how- 
ever, in the summer of 1930, on the 
ground that the Fuehrer’s Socialism 
was not genuine. Strasser founded 
a. separate party of his own. After 
Hitler came to power in Germany 
in 1933, Strasser fled to Prague and 
has been in exile ever since. 

“I have constant relations,” ke 
said, “not only with members of 
my own organization in Germany 
but also with numerous soldiers and 
members of the Nazi party, and I 
can tell you that Germany is ready 
for an anti-Hitler revolution. But 
three conditions must first be ful- 
filed: Germans who still believe in 
Hitler must really feel the horrors of 
war; the Reich must sustain its 
first military reverse; and third, 
the privations must become more 
and more cutting. I believe that 
by- the spring of 1940 these condi- 
tions will have been fulfilled.” 

Strasser declared that the Ger 
man revolution which he foresaw 
would not be carried out by the 
top leaders of the German army,

N the Post-Dispatch Nov. 10, under 
the heading, “Fire Survey Findings in 
48 Schools,” you said: 
“Dozier: Narrow passages at west end 
of basement leading to yard may cause 
congestion. Mimeograph and ditto ma- 
chines are located inside stair inclosure. 
A frame-inclosed office is in corridor. 
“Attic "should not be used for storage 
of combustible materials. A radiator in 
stair-landing reduces exit width of 60-inch 
stair to 49 inches.” 
If the person investigating the Dozier 
School had done so while school was in 
session, he would have found one of those 
narrow passages at the west end of the 
basement blocked by a pile of heavy gym- 
nasium mats, the east end of the base- 
ment cluttered up with bicycles, and a 
class or two seated on the hal] floors for 
lessons using magic lantern slides and 
motion pictures. 
If you talk with any of the Dozier 
teachers about the fire hazards in their 
school, they assure you that there are 
none. They are guite certain that their 
building is fireproof. 
However, the inadequacy of this build- 
fag is not only creating fire hazards but 
iS also necessitates a very limited and old- 
fashioned type of education. 
_ The building as it now stands can be 

made into a fairly modern structure by 
removing the domestic science and man- 
ual arts departments to a nearby modern 
school building. 

The space left could be made into four 
large classrooms which would take care 
of all mimeograph and ditto machines, 
science and visual education and allow 
for the proper housing of the kindergar- 
ten children who are at present located 
in the assembly room. 

The Board of Education has spent a lot 
of money repairing and painting this 
building. Perhaps the taxpayers can get 
the board to spend a little more money 
now, and make it adequate for the type 
of education needed. W. F. C.

On Eradication of Syphilis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch; 
N editorial, “Syphilis and the Movies,” 
which appeared in a recent issue of 
the Post-Dispatch, has been brought to 
my attention, and I wish to compliment 
you on this helpful expression of opinion. 

The educational apprdach to the prob- 
lem of syphilis is certainly important and 
worthy of all support, but for the excep- 
tional, anti-social person, laws appear to 
be necessary, as mInuch with regard to the 
spread of syphilis as any other commu- 
nicable disease. 

The American Social Hygiene Associa- 
tion, which has consistently favored 
sound and scientifically correct pre-mari- 
tal and pre-natal syphilis examination 
laws, has not considered it desirable that 
such laws should be enacted in advance 
of a substantial public demand. 

The fact is that the public has ex- 
pressed overwhelmingly its desire to have 
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A FANTASTIC DREAM? — 
Is it fantastic to express the hope that, after 
thousand years of strife, the peoples of blood-stained 
Europe will at last find a permanent solution for 
their difficulties, once the present war is ended, by 
forming a federation of states after the model of 
the United States of America? 

Perhaps it is, yet the hope is being expressed. Only 
the other day, Maj. Atlee, leader of the British Labor 
party, said that Europe must federate or perish. The 
Marquis of Lothian, new British Ambassador to the 
United States, insists that “some form of economic 
federation, perhaps even of political federation, at 
any rate for part of Europe, is a necessary condition 
of any stable world order.” The Archbishop of York, 
talking to an audience of his countrymen, gave voice 
to the hope that Britain will be prepared at the end of 
the war to start along the road leading toward a Eu- 


When we contemplate the ancient rivalries and 
hatreds, the differences in languages. and, to use¢ 
that ghastly word, ideologies, and other factors of 
disunion, a concord among Buropean nations seems 
impossible. But if the tragedy of the World War 
produced the League of Nations, with its high goal 
for humankind, is it beyond the bounds of possibility 
that this war will produce more workable plan? 

For 150 years, Europe has had before its eyes the 
example of this country, which was transformed from 
a group of warring colonies into a peaceful union. 
There are many faults in the analogy, yet, as early 
as 1787, Benjamin Franklin, sending to a friend in 
France a copy of the American Constitution, wrote: 

If it succeeds, I do not see why you might not 
in Europe carry this project of good Henry IV 
into execution, by forming a federal union and 
one grand republic ofall its different states and 
kingdoms, by means of a like convention, for we 
had many interests to reconcile. 

Henry IV, in the late sixteenth or early seventeenth 
century, had a plan, called the Great Design, for a 
European federation, and many men since his day 
have dreamed of the idea. Some, like the Austrian 
Count Coudenhove-Kalergi, and Aristide Briand, for- 
mulated it elaborately and urged its adoption. Cou- 
denhove-Kalergi’s book, “Pan-Europe,” published in 
1923, undoubtedly had a profound effect upon Briand, 
whose widely publicized plan for a United States of 
Europe was circulated among European governments 
and discussed by the League of Nations in 1930. 
One of the most eloquent pleas for a European 
federation was voiced by Victor Hugo in 1849, in an 
address before an, international congress of peace 
societies. Said the great Frenchman: 

A day will come when you, France—you, Russia 
—you, Italy—you, England—you, Germany—all of 
you, nations of the Continent, will, without los- 
ing your distinctive qualities and your glorious 
individuality, be blended into a superior unity, 
and constitute a European fraternity, just as 
Normandy, Brittany, Burgundy, Lorraine, Al- 
sace have been blended into France.... 

A day will come when these two immense 
groups, the United States of America and the 
United States of Europe, shall be seen placed in 
the presence of each other, extending the hand of 
fellowship across the ocean, exchanging their 
produce, their commerce, their industry, their 
arts, their genius, clearing the earth, peopling the 
deserts, improving creation under the eye of the 
Creator, and uniting for the good of all, these 
two irresistible and infinite Powers, the frater- 
nity of men and the power of God. 

A powerful, practical thought lies in this burst of 
oratory. Hugo cites the blending of the provinces into 
France. We think of Germany as a single nation, 
but it has been so only since comparatively modern 
times. The Germany of today is a fusion of what 
once were independent states—Saxony, Bavaria, Prus- 
sia, Baden, and so on. We think of Italy as a sin- 
gie nation, yet it is a composite of formerly inde- 
pendent states like Lombardy, Tuscany, Modena, Par- 
ma and Sicily. What a Bismarck could do in fusing 
the Germanic states into the German Empire, what a 
Cavour could do in harmonizing the fierce rivalries 
among the Italian states, cannot other men do in 
bringing all Europe together? Modern Italy dates 
from as late as 1861. Modern Germany came into 
being 10 years later. 

Of course, the Germans hate the French, the Bul- 
gars hate the Rumanians, the Finns hate the Rus- 
sians, and so on all around; but so did the Bavari- 
ans hate the Prussians and the Neapolitans hate the 
Venetians. Just as Germans and Italians found 
hatreds too expensive to maintain, so perhaps all 
Europe some day—may it be soon!—will find that the 
hatreds among English, Spaniards, Germans, French- 
men and Turks are too expensive to maintain. The 
price, in blood and treasure, is beyond the capacity 


of mankind. 
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THE CHOICE IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 

The East St. Louis Public Library Board will meet 
tomorrow night to review the action of five of its 
members in voting to burn John Steinbeck’s contem- 
porary classic, “The Grapes of Wrath.” This is just 
another way of saying that a public body in Illinois’ 
third largest city will either reaffirm a benighted 
rule, adopted with little or no discussion, or wisely 
reverse itself and in the doing remove the humilia- 
tion it has brought upon the people of East St. Louis. 
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A DUBIOUS FLOOD-CONTROL PROGRAM. 

Flood control projects, whatever their merits, al- 
ways provoke opposition. For those who will benefit 
from reservoirs which keep rivers under control in 
flood season, there are those who will be forced to 
give up land they have developed or yield businesses 
which they have established. What is best for the 
area as a whole and the larger part of its population 
must prevail. . 

This is the general principle which is to be applied 
to the plan of the War Department to construct some 
30 flood control dams in Missouri, now being opposed 
by the State Conservation Federation. As it. happens, 
in this case, the weight of the argument seems to 
be on the side of the opponents of the reservoir plan. 
Floods are rare in Missouri. If they can be pre- 
vented through reservoirs on small up-stream tribu- 
taries, erosion control and reforestation, as the Con- 
servation Federation contends, it would be a great 
mistake to put dams on the larger rivers at great 
expense and threat to springs and wildlife. 

The reservoir plan proposes six dams on the Cur- 
rent River alone. The Current River is one of the 
natural glories of Missouri, Six dams along its course 
would ruin it. The dams which are proposed for the 
James, Black, Grand, White and other rivers would 
profoundly alter the character of the streams on 
which they would be built.

International law authorizes the use of mines, 
under certain restrictions, as one means of making 


be declared, the mine area must be specified for the 
guidance of neutral shipping and mines must be 
anchored, or if floating, so constructed that they be- 
come harmless after an hour. All these requirements 
were violated in the World War, and a heavy loss of 
shipping and lives ensued. Neutrals, it was estimat- 
ed, lost 325 vessels by this means. . . 

In the present sinkings, the British charge that 
floating German mines are responsible, and the Ger- 
mans contend that the British are guilty. Whether 
these are anchored or floating mines it will, of course, 
be hard to determine. But certainly the Nazi ac- 
cusation will be difficult to maintain, since the Brit- 
ish obviously would not blockade their own coast 
against neutral commerce. Whatever the propaganda 
effect of such sinkings might be for Britain’s cause, 
the nation relies too heavily on imported foodstuffs 
and other goods to risk cutting its own lifeline. 

This new war against neutrals from marine am- 
buscade emphasizes the wisdom of the American neu- 
trality revision, in barring this country’s shipping 
from the zone of peril. 


EXPERTS FOR THE CENSUS JOB. 

By long-standing tradition, census-taking jobs have 
been in the category of political gravy. The title of 
deserving Democrats (or Republicans) to monopoly 
of the decennial spoils, regardless of experience or 
training, has been generally accepted. Now, however, 
the census job is becoming more complex. As na- 
tional problems grow, the need for full information 
to guide policy-making has become clear. So census-

The efforts of Gov. Leverett Saltonstall, almost half 
of whose term has already expired, to clean out Mas- 
sachusett’s political stables were described in a spe- 
cial article in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. They have 
not been too successful. In explanation, it should 
be said that he has encountered obstacles that seém 
}to have become fixed features of the Massachusetts 
scene, 

The first of these is that, so far as “‘boodle” is con- 
-cerned, there are no party lines in the Bay State. Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike share in the swag. 
As a result, a crusader cannot go far before facing the 
necessity of besmirching his own party. And in 
Massachusetts that isn’t done. 

Another factor is that appeals to religious and 
racial prejudices still can, and do, win elections in 
Massachusetts. When a Boston campaign gets really 
hot, it’s the “immigrants” of Roxbury against the 
Brahmins of the Back Bay, and the devil take the 
issues. And there are many, many more voters in 
Roxbury than on the water side of Beacon street, 

Still another factor is the complacency with which 
the people of the State have come to accept a bad 
order of things. It has been expensive. The Boston 
tax rate passed $4 on the $100 long ago. But no- 
body has become seriously alarmed. It’s always 
been that way, whether the State was under the 
thumb of a Henry Cabot Lodge or a James Michael 
Curley, one is told. The thing to do is not to shout 
your lungs out, but to find a way of getting yours— 
through a place on the payroll or a tax reduction. 

This degeneration of the democratic spirit seems 
almost to have been foreseen by the first members 
of the Commonwealth’s Great and General Court, for 
they decreed that all proclamations and state papers 
shall end with the pious wish: 

“God save Massachusetts!”

MR. ARNOLD WARNS THE UNIONS. 

Now that Thurman Arnold, trust-buster of the De- 
partment of Justice, has made it clear that he is as 
ready to proceed against a racketeering trade union 
official as a corporation president, it is time to get 
ready for a long howl from the laborites, protesting 
that the administration is stabbing its best friends in 
the back. ' 

Of course, it is only a matter of enforcing the 
law and letting the chips fall where they may. If 
some of them settle on the ample frames of AFL 
building trades depaftment leaders, for example, they 
have only themselves to blame. Long ago, many of 
these unions deserted their own ways for those of 
the boss. They found it more profitable to enter 
into pacts to prevent the use of new materials and 
to rig prices than to stick to their own last of hon- 
est collective bargaining. They used to plead in 
their own defense that they had to do these things 
because business men did them. Well, now that busi- 
ness men are being punished, they ought to resign 
themselves to punishment, ‘too, : ‘ 

There is one danger in this new course of the De- 
partment of Justice, and that is that indictments 
returned against a few labor leaders will be taken as 
an excuse for a bitter attack on the whole move- 
ment, The majority of labor leaders are still reputa- 
ble and honest. They are trying to do a decent job to 
the best of their ability. * 

In fairness to them, it is well to be specific in de- 
nouncing labor abuses, However, if they innocently 
suffer because of the prosecution of other union offi- 
cials, let them remember that those labor men are to

ness man was looked on almost as a demi- 

god. For some years now, he has been al- 
most a pariah, an outcast from the councils 
of the administration and a target for abuse 
from the public. He was not a demi-god 
then and he is not a devil now. What is he? 

As I see him, the right type of business 
man is an immensely important, perhaps the 
most important, factor in maintaining the 
American way and standard of living and 
in providing .opportunities for the develop- 
ment of American democracy. This was 
brought home to me this summer, on a first 
visit to Pittsburgh. I found it one of the 
most stimulating cities here or in Europe. 

For example, one morning I spent down in 
the valley in the mills of the Carnegie- 
Illinois Steel works. I was naturally inter- 
ested in the up-to-date processes of steel- 
making, from the molten steel, bubbling 
like boiling water in the furnaces, cast into 
big ingots and then rolled in a few minutes 
into 10-inch. girders for buildings. In an- 
other mill, a half mile wide and a mile and a 
half long under one roof, thin steel sheets 
were being rolled into mile-long strips. 

But these are details, The chief impres- 
sion, for what is one of our pressing prob- 
lems of today, was watching all these opera- 
tions going on with scarcely any men at 
work. Heavy taxation, competition in price 
and other causes have forced improvements 
in processes which have reduced the num- 
ber of workers employed, leading to the now 
familiar and often much exaggerated prob- 
lem of technological unemployment. I saw 
it at work, as you can see it all over the 
country in all sorts of plants. 

As I watched the process, with only a half- 
dozen or more men controlling the whole 
operation by shifting levers, it looked menac- 
ing enough from the standpoint of employ- 
ment, although the saving in grinding human: 
labor was evidently enormous,

Of course, improvement in technique, while 
at first it may throw some men out of em- 
ployment, reduces prices, widens markets, 
raises the possible standard of living and 
creates other jobs. To say that in the old 
days a shoemaker worked for days over the 
making of one pair of shoes, whereas now a 
few men with machines can make hundreds 
or thousands in a day’, seems to imply almost 
unlimited unemployment.

laboratories, all occupied by expert research- 
ers working on new materials or processes 
which would in time establish new industries, 
and give employment to thousands and tens 
of thousands of men and their familfes who 
might no longer find work in the older in- 
dustries. These men could then use their 
minds instead of merely their muscles in 
the creation of new goods for the American 
people and in raising the general standard 
of living and lowering costs. 

This method of creating innumerable new 
products and industries is the answer which 
American industrial democracy, working “on 
the hill,” freely and independently, individu- 
ally if you will, has found to the problem 
in the valley. Although the Mellon Institute 
is outstanding, there are among our greater 
and lesser corporations, such as the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co., General 
Electric, du Pont and others, about 17,000 
laboratories working on the creation of new 
products or industries. 


To describe all the new products being 
started in these laboratories would take a 
volume rather than an article. There are 
new kinds of glass, silk and other materials 
made out of natural gas, edible fats pro- 
duced from coal and petroleum, frozen 
foods—Heaven knows what. All these pro- 
duce jobs. For example, a new type of 
Diesel engine has recently set 4000 men to 
work and the industry is still in its infancy. 
A new chemical made by the du Ponts has 
given jobs to 8000 men, or, counting a wife 
and one child, is making livings for 24,000 
people. Such examples could be multiplied 
over and over. 

Our American problem includes agriculture 
as well. There again research, especially 
chemical, comes into the picture, not only to 
promise to save agriculture but also to link 
it closely to industry.

Let it be conceded that Mr. Roose- 
velt up to now has been entirely 
justfied in giving heavy weight to 
the known economic predilections 
of his appointees. Such “packing” 
of the court, within limits, is not 


‘censurable in the American political 


system. At any rate, there is am- 
ple precedent for it in the appoint- 
ments of other Presidents. The 
first Roosevelt, for instance, ap- 
pointed the late great Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes only after he had as- 
sured himself that Holmes thought 
in the same grooves as the Presi- 
dent; it is beside the point that in 
the first important case in which 
Holmes participated, the Northern 
Securities case, he went contrary to 
Roosevelt’s views. 

But if there is ample precedent 
for all that the present Roosevelt 
has done, by way of changing the 
direction of the court’s thought, 
there is precedent, too, for appoint- 
ments dictated by higher considera- 
tions than political or economic ex- 
pediency. One might cite the splen- 
did tolerance shown by Taft when 
he made,the late Edward Douglass 
White, a Confederate veteran, a 
Democrat and a Catholic, the Chief 
Justice of the United States. If it 
be objected that this had no deep 
significance, since White was a 
conservative thinker, one might 


cite the appointment of Harlan F. 


Stone by Coolidge or that of the late 


Benjamin Cardozo by Hoover. Cer- 
tainly the high judicial qualifica- 
tions of the appointees equaled if 
they did not outweigh all other fac- 
tors in these two cases. 

Mr. Murphy may be qualified on 
the score of judicial temperament, 
skill in the law, and the like, but 
if he is named, the presumption 
will bulk large in many minds— 
and not only minds unfriendly to 
the President—that the appoint- 
ment was due primarily not to his 
judicial fitness but to the expedi- 
ent considerations which have been 
named. The President will be ac- 
cused, not without warrant of 
pressing his victory too far. It 
does not disparage the admittedly 
fine abilities of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to say that there are other

Why should not the President, 
in his next appointment, rise above 
all thought of strengthening what 
is already the dominant school of 
constitutional interpretation in the 
Supreme Court?

Why should not that body 
of opinion in the United States 
which believes in putting a brake 
on the present court majority have 
greater representation in the court 
than it now has?

OF TESTING HEART 


Long Tube to Stethoscope Lets 
Patient Exercise as Phy- 
sician Listens. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 20 (AP). 
—Dr. Dan G. Stine of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, Columbia, de- 
scribed today before a _ prelim- 
inary session of the Southern Medi- 
cal Association a simple test which 


‘measures the ability of an indi- 


vidual’s heart to compensate for 
the severe strain put on it. 

About 10 per cent of a group of 
400 athletes examined were found 
to have developed chronic enlarge- 
ment of the heart as shown in the 
tests, he declared. All these young 
men showed either specific damage 
to the heart or inability of the heart 
to return to norma! rest after ex- 
ercise due to damage to the vagus 
nerve which controls the heart, 
lungs, stomach and abdominal or- 
gans. Some also had defects. in the 
heart valves. 

The test consists of placing a 
stethoscope with a long rubber tube 
on the chest. Then as the person 
alternately stands and squats—an 
exercise which wears out even the 
best trained athletes quickly—the 
doctor listens to the increase of his 
heart rate and the rapidity with 
which it returns to normal when 
he is exhausted. 

The heart of a normal person 


beats about 75 times per minute. 


The heart of a trained athlete will 
rise quickly by 10 to 30 beats per 
minute while in an untrained ath- 
lete the rise is from 30 to 50 beats 
per minute. 

In a person with “athlete’s heart 
this velocity increases beyond the 
normal control level of about 120 
beats per minute, seemingly with- 
out being held in check by the 
vagus nerve, then comes back to 
normal very slowly after exercise. 

Dr. Stine declared that he be- 
lieved the test to be one “which is 
easily done and gives definite in- 


formation regarding the ability of 
the heart to cope with work.”

On’ Mr. Roosevelt’s Mystery 


T is reliably reported that, at 
until after the Christmas 

holidays, Mr. Roosevelt will not 
spoil everything by declaring him- 
self about a third term. Let us 
hope the report is true. Until he 
has pronounced the fateful words, 
we can all continue to enjoy the 
agreeable suspense, and if we are 
politicians, to profit by it. For it 
will be a dreary morning after, when 
at last he announces that he is not 
@ candidate. 

The worst sufferers will be the 
Republican candidates, because 
without Mr. Roosevelt as a conspic- 
uous target at which they can all 
shoot, they are bound to begin 
shooting at one another. Minus Mr. 
Roosevelt, the Democratic party is 
for political purposes invulnerable 
to Republican attack. 

What can a conservative Repub- 
lican say against Messrs. Garner, 
Hull, Byrd, George, Glass, Tydings? 
And how is he going to attack Mr. 
McNutt, Mr. Wallace, Mr. Ickes or 
Mr. Murphy without causing devas- 
tation in the sector occupied by 
Messrs. La Follette, Nye, Borah, 
Capper, Johnson and McNary? 

For the time being, that is to 
say, until the Republicans have re- 
covered more than they have as yet 
recovered, Mr. Roosevelt is the 
great unifier of the Republican 
party. 


The Democrats also will suffer 
when the mystery is solved and the 
suspense is ended. Mr. Garner 
might have to take a position pub- 
licly on some controversial ques- 
tion. So would the other candi- 
dates. Yet, with the situation what 
it is, the issues what they are, the 
only strong candidate is a strong 
silent candidate. 

Mr. Roosevelt himself has demon- 
strated how potent is silence: in the 
past two months he has talked less 
and gained more in popular favor 
than at any time since his second 
inauguration. The candidates who 


would like to succeed him must 


know in their secret hearts that 


Hercule Poirot and Lord Peter 
Wimsey rarely rely on vulgar clews, 
but get their man by imagining 
how his mind must have worked. 
And since Mr. Roosevelt is too 
smart to leave fingerprints and 
tell-tale cigarette butts around, the 
only way to get him is by imagina- 
tion, intuition and brain power. 

So I note that, whereas Ernest 
Lindley still thinks he can solve 
the mystery by interviewing the 
servants at the back door of the 
palace, Mark Sullivan scorns such 
devices and is following Lord Pe- 
ter Wimsey. 

It is the best method for dealing 
with an accomplished suspect like 
Mr. Roosevelt, and after much 
deep thought and prolonged expo- 
sure to the gossip of Washington, 
I have some suggestions to offer. 
They are based-{1) on human na- 
ture in general, (2) on the nature 
of Presidents in general, (3) on Mr. 
Roosevelt’s nature in particular. 

I submit that it is self-evident 
that any man who has been Presi- 
dent of the United States, or only 
vice-president of a barber’ shop, 
will, when the appointed time comes 
\to retire, wish to feel and have it 
‘appear that no one can bear to 
have him go. For that reason, there 
never was a President who did not 
want to be elected for a second 
term, and never was there a Presi- 
dent who, having served two terms, 
did not want to be able to refuse 
a third term. 

The tradition was set by George 
Washington, and the tradition is 
that a successful President is elect- 
ed for two terms and then volun- 
tarily renounces a third term. So 
when Gov. Landon insists publicly 
that Mr. Roosevelt must renounce 
a third term, he is running counter 
to human nature in general and to 
the presidential tradition in particu- 
lar. 

The ritual calls for placing the 
President in a position where, to 
the infinite regret of all concerned, 
he voluntarily renounces a third

Training for 


Children Who 
Are Backward 


By Angelo Patri 


HEN the school fails to teach 
W: child, and repeated experi- 

ences confirm the failure, he 
is examined by the expert who usu- 
ally finds what the teacher already 
knows—that he is a backward, 
mentally deficient child. There are 
many such children in every com- 
munity. They are in all races, all 
classes of society, and their defi- 
ciencies .vary with the individual, 
no two: being alike. 

The problem of what to do with 
them, how to make them happy as 
possible without allowing them to 
fall into the hands of the unscru- 
pulous folk who are ever ready to 
use them for their own selfish ends, 
is one that has bothered society 
for generations. 

Some of these children can be 
trained to do certain forms of in- 
dustrial labor. The great majority 
of them cannot be trained to be 
self-supporting. As long as they 
live they must be, and should be, 
under the supervision of experi- 
enced and skillful leaders. They 
should be protected from the un- 
scrupulous, and from their own 
ignorance and weakness. The time 
is close at hand when every child, 
known to be mentally deficient, 
will be listed and supervised and 
protected until death closes the rec- 
ord. 

What can be done with those 
that can be trained to make them 
most effective? Usually the an- 
swer is handwork, That ig all right 
if one understands that these chil- 
dren cannot do accurate, careful 
work for any length of time. Some 
of them can do a bit of accurate 
work on a job, but because fatigue 
sets in early, close to the heels of 
any effort he makes, the next bit 
is out. This inability to do sus- 
tained, accurate work to a stand- 
ard is what makes even the most 
able of the backward children unfit 
for the labor markets. 


This fact ought to be considered 
when planning an education for 
them. The usual thing is to give 
them shops and tools and try to 
teach them to do woodwork and 
metal work and weaving to a pass- 
ing standard, The manual work is 
good, but if the notion behind it 
is that these children can become

An Exhausting Job for Men 


VERY man should know how 
E to tie up a bundle, as there is 
no telling when he may be 
called upon to take a pair of shoes 
to be soled. 
Assume that you are about to 
wrap up not a pair of shoes but a 


suit of clothes and an overcoat. In 
that way you may select a piece 
of paper sufficiently large. 

Place the shoes together, heel to 
toe, af the near end of the paper 
and wrap with a revolving motion 
until you and the paper are ex- 
hausted. The center of your bun- 
dle is now complete, but you will 
have to do something about the 
ends. 

If you want to be fancy, you will 
struggle with the paper until it 
makes a sharp point at the end, 
forming a triangle with its base 
at the end of the shoes. This, how- 
ever, calls for precise mathematical 
calculations. It igs much simpler 
to crunch the loose paper in the 
hand and firm it down against the 
shoes. 

Now take your string and circle 
the bundle in the center, drawing 
the string tight. The contraction 
will cause the ends of the paper 
to uncrunch. Force them back. 


Show them who is master. Turn 
the bundle so that its length lies 
perpendicular to your midriff and 
slip the string around the ends. 
Pull the string tight. This will 
cause the string to slip off, since 
you will wear shoes with pointed 
instead of square toes. You might 
just as well be trying to tie up a 
pineapple cheese. 

Obviously you can’t tie a bundle 
if the string keeps slipping off.

Then do this with the 
other leg and repeat 20 times. 
Exercise 2—In the same position 
do imaginary bicycle pedaling. 
Exercise 3—Kneel and with the 
arms stretched above the head bend 
first to the right and then to the 
left until hands are as close to the 
floor as possible. Repeat this 20 
times. 
Exercise 4—Stand with the feet 
about six inches apart and the 
arms extended over the head, and 
bend first to the right and then 
to the left, and backwards and 
forw: rds. Repeat 20 times. 


Is scurvy really a dangerous dis- 
ease nowadays or has it died out? 

Scurvy in adults is very seldom 
seen because we have learned how 
to control it, but there certainly is 
a potential danger, as evidenced by 
the experience of the Italian troops 
in Ethiopia. They were all placed 
on a scientifically arranged, anti- 
scurvy diet. In other words, every 
soldier was compelled to eat a 
lemon a day. There were no cases 
of scurvy in the Italian army. The 
Ethiopian army, on the other hand, 
is said to have had over 30,000 
cases of scurvy because they were 
on an insufficient diet. 


Why don’t doctors use common 
and easily understood words? 

The words that the doctor uses 
are time-saving and perfectly un- 
derstandable to him. For instance: 

Itis as a suffix means “inflamma- 
tion”; examples—appendicitis, ton- 
silitis. 

Ectomy as a suffix means “to re- 
move,” such as appendectomy, ton- 
silectomy. : 

Osis as a suffix means a “dis- 
eased condition,” such as nephrosis. 

Prefix dys means “pain”; for in- 
stance, dyspepsia means painful 
digestion. 

Other combinations refer to par- 
ticular organs. For instance: 

Arthro means a joint; thus, ar- 
thritis means inflammation of a 
joint, 

Denti pertains to a tooth; derm 
to the skin; gastro, stomach, hepa- 
to, liver; nephro, kidney; neuro, 
nerve; osteo, bone; oto, ear; phlebo, 
vein; rhini, nose.

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TURKEY'S PLENTIFUL 
FOR HOLIDAY DINNER 


Proper Preparation and Roast- 
ing Essential if Bird Is to 
Attain Top Form. 


Few of us want to limit turkey 
service to Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas because a well-shaped turkey 
is really a good buy and, of course, 
the family cheers the choice. 

The rules for roasting meat ap- 
ply to roasting turkeys. First of 
all, select a plump bird with good 
conformation—i. e., good propor- 
tion of meat to bone. A brand name 
or quality grade make the selec- 
tion easier. 

This year there is a plentiful sup- 
ply of birds, 16 pounds and up, 
so these larger weights will be a 
good buy. Ask your dealer about 
them, and enjoy lots of turkey and

Scrub the surface of the bird and 
dry with soft paper. Salt the inside 
cavity. Stuff loosely with dress- 
ing. Also stuff cavity left by crop. 
Insert toothpicks or skewers 
through edges of opening and lace 
together with string, bringing string 
around tail piece and secure in 
place. Lap neck skin onto back. 
Fasten with toothpicks or sew. Fold 
wings akimbo onto back. Cross 
legs over closed opening. With 
string fasten legs together. Pass 
string along side, making a loop 


. and slip knot around bird to hold 


wings in place. Pass string along 


other side and fasten to tied legs. 
‘This holds legs against the body

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and prevents splitting during roas- 
ing. 

Roast turkey on a rack in an 
open pan in a slow oven (325 de- 
gres Fahrenheit), Use no water or 
cover, If bird is placed on its side 
for half the time, then turned to 
brown the other side, the breast 
will bé more juicy. If rdbasted breast 
up, cover with a cloth dipped in 
melted, unsalted fat. Brush the 
surface of the bird with this same 
unsalted fat two or three times dur- 
ing roasting. Use no salt on the out- 
side as this causes the skin to 
blister. If you want a subtle flavor 
you might try basting the bird, aft- 
er the first half hour of roasting, 
with a mixture of one-fourth cup 
melted butter, one cup hot water 
and three-fourths cup white wine 
like Sauterne or Hock. Objectors 
to alcohol need not worry, since 
this is lost in the heat of cooking, 
leaving only the flavor of the 
wine, 

If a meat thermometer is used, 
push the bulk through the breast 
just above the thigh into the cen- 
ter of the dressing and roast until 
185 degrees Fahrenheit is reg. 
' istered as inside temperature. 

The minutes-per-pound for roast- 
ting are a guide to estimate the 
_ time required. If the turkey is very 
“cold, increase this schedule 2 to 
S$ minutes per pound.

Gelatine Custard Pumpkin Pie. 
One envelope plain, unflavored 
gelatine. 

One-fourth cup cold water. 

One and one-fourth cups pump- 
kin. 

Two-thirds cup white sugar. 
One-half teaspoon nutmeg. 
One-half teaspoon cinnamon, 
One-half teaspoon ginger. 
One-half tegspoon salt. 

One cup milk. 

Three eggs. 

Soften gelatine in cold weter. 
Scald milk in double boiler and add 
to beaten eggs which have been 
slightly beaten and mixed with salt, 
cinnamon, ginger, pumpkin, nut- 
meg and sugar. Return to double 
boiler and cook over hot water un- 
til custard consistency, stirring con- 
stantly. Add gelatine to hot custard 
and stir until well dissolved. Cool 
slightly and pour into baked pie 
shell. Chill until set and serve with 
whipped cream on top. 

Cranberry Mince Pie. 


Chop two cups uncooked cran- 
berries. Add one cup sugar, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one pound tin 
or jar mince meat. Line 9-inch pan 
with pastry. Fill with fruit mix- 
ture. Arrange narrow strips. of 
pastry across top of pie in lattice 
or criss-cross fashion. Cut off ends 
of strips so they extend one-fourth 
inch from edge of the pan. Fold 
ends under lower crust and press 
edges firmly together. Bake in a 
hot oven (400 degrees) 30 minutes. 
Date and Nut Torte. 
One cup sugar.
